“The wards of Mayor Kield and John 
Schmoll, chairman of the republican 
city commit tee, and other strong re­ 
publican wards, showed majorities in 
favor of segregation,” Phillips declar­ 
ed, angrily. 
“The republicans did not treat us 
right. 
The negroes have been their 
friends, and this is the treatment we 
receive at their hands.” 
Vaughn asserted that the negroes- 
had been “grossly thrown down” by 
the republicans. He said a conference 
of negroes will be held at once to out­ 
line plans and raise funds to carry on 
the fight against segregation. 
He declared the fight would be car­ 
ried to the United 
States 
supreme 
court, if necessary. 


The Homer G. Phillips referred to in 
the above was formerly a negro lawyer 
iii Sedalia.

No Regard Is Taken of It in Berlin

Berlin, March I.—Age 
plays 
little 
part in the matrimonial plans of a 
good many Berliners, 
according

statistics of the last fiscal year just 
made public. 
Eleven 
of 
the 
bride­ 
grooms had not completed their nine­ 
teenth year . The oldest bridegroom 
was 82; a widow who gave her age 
as “over 70” took as husband a man 
of 40; one of 61 found her fate in a 
man of 30; and another of 40 married 
a man of 21. 
One bridegroom of 63 took a bride 
of 17; another of 72 found a 17-year- 
old wife! and a gray beard of 70 mar­ 
ried a girl of 27 years. 
The youngest 
widow entering upon her second w ife­ 
hood was just 18 years old. 
Appended to the 
report 
regarding 
marriages are reports about 
divorce 
and birth. 
Sixteen 
marriages 
were 
dissolved in less than a year, 74 in less 
than two years, and 134 in the third 
year. 
Fourteen couples who had al­ 
ready celebrated their silver weddings 
were parted; two couples 
were 
di­ 
vorced after forty years ot married 
life, and one couple 
after 
forty-one 
years. 
The surprising feature of the birth 
record is the large proportion, almost 
30 per cent, of illegitimate children. 
A total of 31,325 legitimate children 
were born during the year, and 9,512 
illegitimate.

The hospital is at 
Paignton, South Devon, with Sir W o­ 
burn Osier, formerly of John Hopkins, 
as consulting physician, and Dr. Pen- 
hallow as chief surgeon. 
rrhe report shows that of the surgi­ 
cal cases sixty-three per cent were 
cured and thirty-three per cent im­ 
proved. 
The same 
percentage 
of 
cures and improvements were secur­ 
ed in medical cases. 
In the thousand 
cases there were but five deaths, or 
considerably less than one per cent. 
The promptness with which relief 
is given to men on the battlefield im­ 
mediately after they are wounded is 
brought out by the statistics of the 
re port. 
Of the total wounded cases, 
one quarter of them had received im­ 
mediate first aid field dressing, and 
an additional thirteen per cent had 
received this field 
dressing 
within 
I if teen minutes. 
Another twenty-five 
per cent had been treated on the field 
within one hour of being wounded, 
while a small remaining percentage 
were treated within a few* hours, arui 
a very few after a long delay of forty- 
eight and seventy-two hours. 
Gas poisoning is one of the princi­ 
pal causes of the cases treated, and 
while typhoid lias been largely reduc­ 
ed, there w’ere seven cases. The num­ 
ber of amputations 
was 
fourteen, 
which considering the number of ser­ 
ious cases, was an exceptionally fav­ 
orable showing. 
As showing the different classes of 
wounds received in action, the fol­ 
lowing percentages were 
given 
on 
perforating 
wounds: 
Shrapnel, 
12 
per cen t; shell 2 per cen t: bullet, 39 
pc** cent; grenade I per cent. 
In sur­ 
face wounds the percentage of shrop- 
nel injury is greater, and of bullet 
injury less. 
The wounds from bay­ 
onets is the smallest, being less than 
one per cent.

of these same holy places—the Holy 
Sepulchre at Jerusalem, the place of 
the Nativity at Bethlehem, and the 
countless other landmarks of the birth 
of Christianity—are 
changing 
hands 
as an incident of the present war, and 
I almost imperceptibly, because of the 
noise of the conflict in so many other 
theaters of warfare. 
One report is that a military shoot- 
in grange has been set up on Mount 
Calvary, the site above all others ven­ 
erated by the Christian world as the 
place of the crucifixion. 
But inquiry 
establishes that if this rifle range ex­ 
ists it is at the Gordon Calvary, so 
called, after General Gordon of Khar­ 
tu m fame, who designated it as what 
he believed to be the real site, though 
it is not the Calvary commonly ac­ 
cepted by tradition, 
venerated 
and 
guarded by Pilgrims and the church, 
and contended for by European na­ 
tions. 
This Gordon Calvary is in the 
outskirts of Jerusalem, some distance 
from the traditional site of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 
From a military standpoint, all at­ 
tention to the German-Turkish mili­ 
tary operations in Syria has been ab­ 
sorbed in the slow approach southward 
toward Egypt and the Suez canal, that 
rich prize supposed to he the link be­ 
tween Europe and the Orient. 
But 
while this main military object has 
been going on, it has involved at the 
same time the steady occupation of 
the entire Holy Land as part of the 
field of preparation and advance, with 
military forces in control at Jerusa­ 
lem, Bethlehem, Nazareth and through­ 
out the region of the Holy Places, and 
the French, Italian, English and other 
custodians of these sites, expelled or 
interned. 
Seven of the Italian custo­ 
dians at Bethlehem—the site of the 
Nativity—have recently been interned 
by the military authorities, and their 
place is to be taken by Austrian cus­ 
todians. 
The sweep of this German-Turkish 
movement through the Holy Land is 
show’n by the fact that the military 
railway, on which the 
approach 
to 
Egypt depends, is believed to be con­ 
structed to the desert 
outskirts 
of 
Beersheba. 
This is the same town 
referred to in holy writ, and which 
created the Biblical 
phrase, 
“From 
Dan to Beersheba," as it is the utter­ 
most limit of the Holy Land, where it 
merges 
into 
the 
desert leading to 
Egypt. 
It is this Biblical point, Beer­ 
sheba, which is expected to the mili­ 
tary base, to which the railway will 
bring down supplies from the north 
for the advance across 
the 
desert, 
should the attack on Egypt ever be 
carried out, as it has been loudly her­ 
alded. 
So that Beersheba today is 
performing the same function as in 
Biblical days—the last outpost before 
entering the desert, 150 miles across, 
with an ocean of whitesand and al­ 
most no water holes—none adequate 
for the watering of a great army. The 
only cavalry here must be such as is 
mounted on camels, with the dazzling 
white sand as deadly to the eyes and 
throats of beasts and riders as poison 
gas is to the men on the firing line. 
Cardinal Bourne in the course of a 
talk with the Associated Press men­ 
tioned the solicitude felt for these sa­ 
cred shrines and 
the 
gradual 
way 
their care was changing hands. 
He 
pointed out, however, that the Sultan 
of Turkey had in past 
years 
given 
guarantees for the continued Chris­ 
tian protection to the shrines, so that 
while the nationality 
of 
this 
care 
might change the cardinal felt that it 
would still be Christian. 
For specific 
inquiries on the Holy Places, the car­ 
dinal’s entourage referred to the com­ 
missioner for the Holy Land, a mem­ 
ber of the Franciscan community lo­ 
cated in the outskirts of London. 
Seen at the Franciscan monastery, 
the commissioner, Fr. 
Albert, 
gave 
such 
information 
as 
had 
filtered 
through. 
As to the report of a shoot­ 
ing range at Calvary he pointed out 
that this did not refer to the sacred 
spot accepted for centuries as Calvary, 
but to the so-called Gordon Calvary, 
first located by General Gordon a few 
years ago. After Gordon’s services in 
China, where he became famous as 
“Chinese” Gordon, he spent some time 
in the Holy Land and then in the 
Soudan, w here he was a victim of the 


Latin custodians are interned . 
While the changes do not constitute 
a loss of Christian control, yet they 
show' the shifting of the nationality 
of that control, which has been a fre­ 
quent c ause of international complica­ 
tion in the past. 
Besides the main points of military 
operation in this locality, like Beer­ 
sheba and Jerusalem, the whole range 
of this Biblical country is affected by 
the military activity. 
But the chief 
interest is at Bethlehem, Nazareth and 
Jerusalem. At Bethlehem is the sanc­ 
tuary of the Nativity, a subterranean 
chamber thirty-two feet long, encased 
in rare marbles and constantly guard­ 
ed and lighted, with a marble slab 
marking the place of the Nativity. At 
Jerusalem is the basilica 
over 
the 
Holy Sepulchre, first built by Constan­ 
tine, often sw’ept 
away 
and 
built 
again, and now a vast monument, em­ 
bracing within its walls and beneath 
its dome the sacred tomb which has 
been guarded for ages.

Brisbane, Australia, March I.—Cot­ 
ton growing 
in 
Australia 
to help 
Britain and her 
allies 
w’as decided 
upon recently at a public meeting at 
Mount Morgan, in Northern Queens­ 
land. 
It is recalled that tow’ard the close 
of the Civ! lwar in the United States, 
Queensland took to cotton culture to 
meet the English demand, which w'as 
enormous and had greatly increased 
by the impoverishment of the south, 
and in 1871 the cotton exports from 
Australia 
amounted 
to 
2,500,000 
pounds. When 
cotton 
growing 
re­ 
covered in the 
United 
States 
that 
country produced it in huge quanti­ 
ties, and in order 
to 
dispose of it 
sold it at such low figures tb it the 
Queensland growers could not com­ 
pete with profit at 
the 
low prices 
and the industry finally languished. 
The present 
cotton 
growing 
cam­ 
paign ow’cs itself to an article writ­ 
ten for a 
Rockhampton newspaper 
by G. Stephen Hart, F. R. S. In the 
course of this article Mr. H art said: 
“Today the government agrees to 
advance 3 cents per pound 
on raw 
cotton, to gin it, export it and sell it 
and give any further profit obtained 
to the producer. 
“The individual farmer is not yet 
convinced that he could grow' cotton 
at a profit, but now there 
is a na­ 
tional reason 
why 
he 
should 
try. 
Now', it is no 
exaggeration 
to say 
that the existence of the empire is 
largely dependent on the available 
supply of cotton, for “no cotton, no 
shells" has become an accepted ax­ 
iom. If ever Australia could 
be in­ 
vaded or cut off from other lands by 
ocean raids W’e might realize to our 
cost “no 
cotton 
in 
Australia, 
no 
shells in Australia.” 
“For 
ten 
million 
soldiers 
one 
pound of 
cotton 
per 
man 
would 
mean about 4,500 tons. I do nor know' 
how many pounds of high explosives 
made from cotton 
each 
soldier, on 
the average, uses in one year, but as 
a guide it may be 
taken 
that one 
pound of cordite is required for about 
250 rifle cartridges, and 500 pounds 
of cotton makes one charge for one 
15-inch shell for the Queen Elizabeth. 
That illustrious chemical savant, Sir 
William Ramsey, has, 
with 
others, 
been asserting again and again that 
no cotton means no shells, and has 
at last prevailed upon the allies to 
declare cotton 
contraband 
of w'ar. 
Can not w'e, too, learn the lesson that 
no cotton means no shells, and that 
unless we have cotton in Australia 
w’e are defenseless? Shall w’e grow' 
it or import it? Or shall we sit down 
without it until w'e see if anybody 
comes our way? 
“A number of fitters are to be used 
in Queensland to make shells. A sin­ 
gle lathe capable of making tw'enty 
shells a day is gladly accepted. 
So 
would a contribution of 1,000 tons or 
even IOO tons of cotton. From w’orld 
statistics it may be taken that five 
acres of cotton plants yield one ton 
of cotton. The yield from perennial 
cotton, w’here unaffected by frost, is 
as high as five pounds 
of 
bolls or 
tw’o and a half pounds of lint.. As 
the picking necessitates considerable 
labor, it w’ould seem better for many 
to grow' small areas of up 
to, say, 
five acres each, rather than for indi­ 
viduals to attempt large plantations. 
“We have all over 
Australia wo­ 
men working 
industriously 
at Red 
Cross work for our soldiers. Individ­ 
ually each one’s w'ork may seem but 
a drop in the ocean, but 
they 
are 
showing that sufficient drops make 
an ocean. Why should not each of 
the 20,000 residents of Rockhampton 
and each of the 12,000 
residents of 
Mount 
Morgan 
grow 
one 
cotton 
plant? Why should not each of the 
600,000 residents of Queensland grow’ 
one plant? Their little contribution 
could be taken to the municipal au­ 
thorities to forward to Brisbane. The 
government’s advance 
could 
be 
a 
good contribution 
to 
our 
patriotic 
funds. 
“These suggestions 
are 
put 
for­ 
ward with the hope that they will be 
improved upon and carried to a suc­ 
cessful issue, under the guidance of 
those among 
us 
who 
have many 
years’ successful experience in cot­ 
ton growing; 
but 
w’e should move 
quickly, as seed planted in Septem­ 
ber and October 
should 
produce 
a 
harvest about the close of the next 
European winter.”

I.-—Japanese 
and 
English newspapers in the Orient are 
paying much attention to the efforts 
of Americans to extend their trade in 
the far east and undertake big devel­ 
opment plans. Since the incorporation 
of the American International Corpor­ 
ation a campaign of criticism has been 
launched 
and 
the unfriendliness of 
British and Japanese interests toward 
American activities in the Orient is 
disclosed in the new’s columns as well 
as in contributed letters and edito­ 
rials which are appearing in newspa­ 
pers in Japan as well as in the treaty 
ports of China. 
American business extension is dis­ 
cussed as a peril to Japanese and Eng­ 
lish interests in China. 
Especial ap­ 
prehension seems to exist among the 
British as to what American concerns 
may do in the Yang-tse valley. Japan 
also regards that valley, w’hioh is the 
very heart of China, as in its sphere 
of influence and is battling to 
keep 
Americans from getting a foothold 
there. 
The English press in China has paid 
much attention 
to 
prospective 
im­ 
provements in the city of Hankow, 
which is called the Chicago of China 
and lies at the head of deep water 
navigation on the Yang-tse. 
An Eng­ 
lish concern, Samuels & Co., Ltd., ob­ 
tained a concession for installing an 
electric light plant and other muni­ 
cipal improvements in Hankow. 
Be­ 
cause of the unsettled financial m ar­ 
ket in England the company has been 
unable to raise money for its under­ 
takings. However, the offer of Amer­ 
icans to undertake the financing of 
the improvements has been denounced 
hotly in the English pres^ as an at­ 
tempt to undermine British interests. 
It has even been hinted that such ac­ 
tion on the part of Americans shows 
the unfriendliness of the United States 
tow’ard England. Englishmen wrho are 
associated with the American inter­ 
ests w’hich stand ready 
to 
provide 
money for the Hankow' improvements 
have been declared disloyal to their 
native land. 
Chinese newspapers received with 
much enthusiasm the new's that the 
American 
International 
Corporation 
WMH enter the hanking field in China 
and finance commercial and industrial 
development. But the newspapers un­ 
der European or Japanese direction in 
Chinese cities were either silent or 
criticised adversely the plans of the 
new American company. In many pa­ 
pers discussion of American business 
extension was linked up with Ameri­ 
can plans for a larger army and navy 
and the possible position of the United 
States on the Pacific in future years 
is eagerly commented upon. 
The Yamato, of Tokio, has w'arned 
the Japanese that they must watch 
very carefully the activities of Ameri­ 
can 
International 
Corporation 
and 
other American concerns w’hich will 
compete with Japanese shipping in­ 
terests and business men in the Ori­ 
ent. It says: 
“The Americans like to 
start 
things 
on a grand scale. 
As 
their systems will economize cost of 
production by big scale system, Jap­ 
anese goods may some day find it im­ 
possible 
to 
compete w’ith American 
goods.”

London, March I.—Ninety-eight per 


rent of tile wounded soldiers treated 
at the American Women’s War Hos­ 
pital have been cured or improved, 
according to a report just issued on 
the second thousand eases handled bv 
that institution. 
The hospital is at 
Paignton, South Devon, with Sir Wil­ 
liam Osier, formerly of John Hopkins, 
as consulting physician, and Dr. Pen- 
fcallow as chief surgeon. 
The report shows that of the surgi­ 
cal cases sixty-three per cent were 
cured and thirty-three per cent. im­ 
proved. 
The same 
percentage 
of 
cures and improvements were secur­ 
ed in medical eases. 
In the thousand 
eases there were but five deaths, or 
considerably less than one per rent. 
The promptness with which relief 
is given to men on the battlefield im­ 
mediately after they are wounded is 
brought out by the statistics of the 
report. 
Of the total wounded eases, 
one quarter of them had received im­ 
mediate first aid field dressing, and 
an additional thirteen per cent had 
received this field 
dressing 
within 
fifteen minutes. 
Another twenty-five 
per cent had been treated on the field 
within one hour of being wounded, 
while a small remaining percentage 
were trented within a few hours, and 
a very few' after a long delay of forty- 
eight and seventy-two hours. 
Gas poisoning is one of the princi­ 
pal causes of the cases treated, and 
while typhoid has been largely reduc­ 
ed, there were seven cases. The num­ 
ber of amputations 
was 
fourteen, 
which considering the number of ser­ 
ious cases, was an exceptionally fav­ 
orable showing. 
As showing the different classes of 
wounds received in action, the fol­ 
lowing percentages were 
given 
on 
nerforating 
wounds: 
Shrapnel, 
12 
per rent; shell 2 per cent; bullet, 39 
pc* cent; grenade I per cent. In sur­ 
face wounds the p ercen tg e of shrop- 
nel injury is greater, and of bullet 
injury less. 
The wounds from bay­ 
onets is the smallest, bring less than 
one per rent.

The oldest bridegroom 
was 82; a widow w’ho gave her age 
as “over 70” took as husband a man 
of 40; one of 61 found her fate in a 
man of 30; and another of 40 married 
a man of 21. 
One bridegroom of 63 took a bride 
of 17; another of 72 found a 17-year- 
old wife! and a gray beard of 79 m ar­ 
ried a girl of 27 years. The youngest 
widow entering upon her second wife­ 
hood was just 18 years old. 
Appended to the report 
regarding 
marriages are reports about divorce 
and birth. 
Sixteen 
marriages 
were 
dissolved in less than a year, 74 in less 
than two years, and 134 in the third 
year. 
Fourteen couples who had al­ 
ready celebrated their silver weddings 
were parted; two couples 
were 
di­ 
vorced after forty years of married 
life, and one couple 
after 
forty-one 
years. 
The surprising feature of the birth 
record is the large proportion, almost 
30 per cent, of illegitimate children. 
A total of 31,325 legitimate children 
were born during the year, and 9,512 
illegitimate.

ing the spring. 


In the meantime the production of 
vegetable dyes in Great Britain has 
greatly increased, and aniline dyes 


are being made at home in sm aller 
factories and imported 
in 
unprece­ 
dented quantities from Switzerland. 
As 
England formerly sent the ray 
m aterials of the aniline dyes to Ger­ 
many, to be returned to her as the 
finished product, so now she is send­ 
ing these raw materials 
to Sw itzer­ 
land, and many 
British 
dye users

to continue 
the import of Swiss dyes even after 
the war is over.

Berlin, M arch I.— The production of 


coal in Germ any in 1915 made a very 


good showing in spite of the shortage 
of labor caused by 
the 
war. 
The 
year’s output reached a total of 146,- 
712,000 tons, or only 14,800,000 less 
than for 1914, and 44,800,000 less ihan 
for the record year 1913. 
Of brown 
coal, or lignite, the 
production 
last 
year W’as the 
greatest 
ever 
known, 
having reached 
88,369.000 
tons, 
or 
about 1,500,000 more than 
for 
1913. 
Coke production also kept up rem ark­ 
ably well. 
It amounted to 26,359,000 
tons, or about 5,700,000 tons less than 
in 1913. 
The production of briketts 
from both coal waste and lignite was 
the largest ever known. 


In view of the fact that fully one- 
third of the miners w'ere called into 
service upon the outbreak of the war, 
and 
that 
further considerable w ith­ 
drawals proceeded during 
the 
past 
twelve months, the production of coal 
is regarded as remarkable. 
The labor 
supply has been kept up as far as pos­ 
sible in several ways. 
Men who had 
worked hitherto above ground or as 
assistants to the regular miners took 
the places of the latter when called 
into service, so far as this could be 
done; and women and younger boys 
were taken on to do the work above 
ground. 
Prisoners of w ar have also 
been employed in considerable num­ 
bers, but for the most part as un­ 
ski’led help above and under ground. 
The production of coal would have 
been greater than it was but for the 
fact that, during the December quar­ 
ter, a marked shortage of coal cars 
prevented the full operation 
of 
the 
mines. 
Owing to the scarcity of la­ 
bor and the increased cost of living 
miners’ wages have 
been 
advanced. 
The latest figures available give 7.04 
marks as the wage of 
the 
highest 
class of miners for a shift of eight 
hours in the great 
mining 
district 
around Essen, which compares with 
about six marks at the beginning of 
the war. 
Iii the northern part of the 
coal district wages run as high as 7.33 
marks. 
W hile nearly all commodities 
have risen in price pretty sharply in 
Germany since Ju ly, 1914, the advance 
in coal has been very moderate. There 
have thus far been two changes in the 
scale, amounting to 3 marks, or 72 
cents a ton . This makes a good show­ 
ing 
compared 
with England, where 
Cardiff coal has risen $1.20 and Dur­ 
ham bunker coal $2.50.

Paris, March I.— Hat tails are now 
worth one cent each on part of the 
French battle 
front. 
The 
general 
commanding in that section lias is­ 
sued the following order of the day: 
“ W ith the object of interesting the 
men in the destruction of rodents r. 
premium of five 
centimes 
shall be 
paid for each rodent destroyed. The 
premium shall 
be 
paid 
every 
ten 
days on presentation of the iails of 
the destroyed animals. The rats bear­ 
ing vermin susceptible of spreading 
disease must not be handled, but im­ 
mediately buried, and the tails done 
up in a paper impregnated with tar 
or petroleum. The order resulted in 
a tremendous slaughter of rats, but 
was not obeyed in all its details. It 
appears that 
the 
new' 
fashion of 
trimming 
women’s 
garments 
with 
fur has created a new* outlet for rats’ 
fur, 
and 
the 
rat-hunting 
soldiers 
skin their 
victim s 
before 
burying 
them, 
disinfect 
and 
sterilize 
the 
hides and sell them 
to 
the sutlers 
behind the front. 
It is estimated that the rats have 
destroyed millions 
of 
franc’s worth 
of provisions sent to the soldiers by 
their friends and relatives at home 
An officer at the front recently wrrotf 
his wife that it would be useless for 
her to send him any more provisions 
as it was 
impossible 
to 
preserve 
them from the rats, and in no case 
had he any more than a single lunch 
out of all the eatables sent to him. 
Some surprise has 
been 
expressed 
that several hundred thousand men 
turned ,rat hunters have been unable 
to exterminate 
them. 
A mathemeti 
dan has taken the trouble to calm 
late that a year’s progeny of a single 
pair of rats may easily 
amount tc 
pore than one hundred and twenty- 
v.o millions, which he holds is proof 
that only wholesale poisoning or suf­ 
focation can cope with the pest. 
In 
fact, of all 
the 
different measures 
adopted against 
them, 
none 
have 
produced the results obtained by the 
suffocating gas 
that 
the 
Germans 
occasionally send toward the French 
trenches. 
Thousands 
of them were 
picked up dead in the first line of 
trenches after one 
of 
the gas at 
tacks. 
Another statistician has figured out 
that it costs a centime and a half a 
day to nurish a rat and consequent 
Iv figures their depredation on that 
basis to amount to forty-four million 
dollars a year in France alone.

(alm ost imperceptibly, because of the 
noise of the conflict in so many other 
theaters of w arfare. 
One report is that a m ilitary shoot- 
in grange has been set up on Mount 
Calvary, the site above all others ven­ 
erated by the Christian world as the 
place of the crucifixion. 
But inquiry 
• establishes th at if this rifle range ex­ 
ists it is at the Gordon Calvary, so 
called, after General Gordon of K har­ 
tum fame, who designated it as what 
he believed to be the real site, though 
it is not the Calvary commonly ac­ 
cepted by tradition, 
venerated 
and 
guarded by Pilgrims and the church, 
and contended for by European na­ 
tions. 
This Gordon Calvary is in the 
outskirts of Jerusalem , some distance 
from the traditional site of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 
From a m ilitary standpoint, all a t­ 
tention to the German-Turkish mili­ 
tary operations in Syria has been ab­ 
sorbed in the slow’ approach southw ard 
tow ard Egypt and the Suez canal, th at 
rich prize supposed to be the link be­ 
tween Europe and the Orient. 
But 
while this m ain m ilitary object has 
been going on, it has involved a t the 
sam e tim e the steady occupation of 
the entire Holy Land as part of the 
field of preparation and advance, with 
m ilitary forces in control at Jeru sa­ 
lem, Bethlehem, N azareth and through­ 
out the region of the Holy Places, and 
the French, Italian, English and other 
custodians of these sites, expelled or 
interned. 
Seven of the Italian custo­ 
dians at Bethlehem -th e site of the 
N ativity—have recently been interned 
by the m ilitary authorities, and their 
place is to be taken by A ustrian cus­ 
todians. 
The sweep of this German-Turkish 
m ovement through the Holy Land is 
shown by the fact that the m ilitary 
railway, on which the 
approach 
to 
Egypt depends, is believed to he con­ 
structed to the desert 
outskirts 
of 
Beersheba. 
This is the same town 
referred to in holy writ, and which 
created the Biblical 
phrase, 
“From 
Dan to Beersheba,” as it is the u tter­ 
most limit of the Holy Land, where it 
merges 
into 
the 
desert leading to 
Egypt. 
It is this Biblical point, Beor- 
heba, which is expected to the mili­ 
tary base, to which the railway will 
bring down supplies from the north 
for the advance across 
the 
desert, 
should the attack on Egypt ever be 
carried out, as it has been loudly her­ 
alded. 
So that Beersheba today is 
perform ing the same function as in 
Biblical days—the last outpost before 
entering the desert, 150 miles across, 
with an ocean of w hitesand and al­ 
most no w ater holes—none adequate 
for the w atering of a great army. The 
only cavalry here m ust be such as is 
mounted on camels, with the dazzling 
white sand as deadly to the eyes and 
throats of beasts and riders as poison 
gas is to the men on the firing line. 
Cardinal Bourne in the course of a 
talk with the Associated Press m en­ 
tioned the solicitude felt for these sa 
cred shrines and 
the 
gradual 
way 
their care was changing hands. 
He 
pointed out, however, that the Sultan 
of Turkey had in past 
years 
given 
guarantees for the continued Chris­ 
tian protection to the shrines, so that 
while the nationality 
of 
this 
care 
m ight change the cardinal felt that it 
would still be Christian. 
For specific 
inquiries on the Holy Places, the car­ 
dinal’s entourage referred to the com­ 
m issioner for the Holy Land, a mem 
ber of the Franciscan community lo­ 
cated in the outskirts of London. 
Seen at the Franciscan m onastery 
the commissioner, Fr. 
Albert, 
gave 
such 
inform ation 
as 
had 
filtered 
through. 
As to the report of a shoot 
ing range a t Calvary he pointed out 
that this did not refer to the sacred 
spot accepted for centuries as Calvary 
but to the so-called Gordon Calvary 
first located by General Gordon a few 
years ago. 
A fter Gordon’s services in 
China, w here he becam e famous as 
“Chinese” Gordon, he spent some time 
in the Holy Land and then in the 
Soudan, w here he was a victim of the 


are 
W hile the changes do not constitute 
a loss of Christian control, yet they 
show’ the shifting of the nationality 
of that control, which has been a fre­ 
quent cause of international complica­ 
tion in the past. 
Besides the main points of m ilitary 
operation in. this locality, like Beer­ 
sheba and Jerusalem , the whole range 
of this Biblical country is affected by 
the m ilitary activity. 
But the chief 
interest is at Bethlehem, N azareth and 
Jerusalem . At Bethlehem is the sanc­ 
tuary of the Nativity, a subterranean 
cham ber thirty-two feet long, encased 
in rare m arbles and constantly guard­ 
ed and lighted, with a m arble slab 
m arking the place of the Nativity. 
At 
Jerusalem is the basilica 
over 
the 
Holy Sepulchre, first built by C onstan­ 
tine, often swept 
aw ay 
and 
built 
again, and now’ a vast monument, em ­ 
bracing within its walls and beneath 
its dome the sacred tomb which has 
been guarded for ages.

Brisbane, Australia, M arch I.—Cot­ 
ton growing 
in 
A ustralia 
to help 
Britain and her 
allies 
w’as decided 
upon recently at a public meeting at 
Mount Morgan, in N orthern Queens­ 
land. 
It is recalled that toward the close 
of the Civi I war in the United States, 
Queensland took to cotton culture to 
m eet the English demand, w’hich w’as 
enormous and had greatly increased 
by the impoverishm ent of the south, 
and in 1871 the cotton exports from 
Australia 
am ounted 
to 
2,500,000 
pounds. W hen 
cotton 
growing 
re­ 
covered in the 
United 
States 
th at 
country produced it in huge quanti­ 
ties, and in order 
to 
dispose of it 
sold it at such low’ f.gures that the 
Queensland growers could not com­ 
pete with profit at 
the 
low’ prices 
and the industry finally languished. 
The present 
cotton 
growing 
cam ­ 
paign owes itself to an article w rit­ 
ten for a 
Rockham pton new spaper 
by G. Stephen H art, F. R. S. In the 
course of this article Mr. H art said: 
“Today the government agrees to 
advance 3 cents per pound 
on raw 
cotton, to gin it, export it and sell it 
and give any further profit obtained 
to the producer. 
“The individual farm er is not yet 
convinced th at he could grow’ cotton 
at a profit, but now there 
is a na­ 
tional reason 
why 
he 
should 
try. 
Now, it is no 
exaggeration 
to say 
that the existence of the empire is 
largely dependent on the available 
supply of cotton, for “no cotton, no I 
shells” has become an accepted ax­ 
iom. If ever A ustralia could 
be in­ 
vaded or cut off from other lands by 
ocean raids we might realize to our 
cost “no 
cotton 
in 
Australia, 
no 
shells in A ustralia.” 
“For 
ton 
million 
soldiers 
one 
pound of 
cotton 
per 
man 
would 
mean about 4,500 tons. I do net know’ 
how many’ pounds of high explosives 
made from cotton 
each 
soldier, on 
the average, uses in one year, but as 
a guide it may be 
taken 
that one 
pound of cordite is required for about 
250 rifle cartridges, and 500 pounds 
of cotton makes one charge for one 
15-inch shell for the Queen Elizabeth. 
That illustrious chemical savant, Sir 
\\ illiam Ramsey, has, 
with 
others, 
been asserting again and again that 
no cotton m eans no shells, and has 
it last prevailed upon the allies to 
declare cotton 
contraband 
of war. 
• 'an not w’e, too, learn the lesson that 
no cotton m eans no shells, and that 
unless we have cotton in A ustralia 
we are defenseless? Shall we grow 
it or import it? Or shall w’e sit down 
without it until we see if anybody 
comes our way? 
“A number of fitters are to be used 
in Queensland to m ake shells. A sin­ 
gle lathe capable of making tw’enty 
shells a day is gladly accepted. 
So 
would a contribution of 1,000 tons or 
even IOO tons of cotton. From world 
statistics it may be taken that five 
acres of cotton plants yield one ton 
of cotton. The yield from perennial 
cotton, where unaffected by frost, is 
as high as five pounds 
of 
bolls or 
two and a half pounds of lint.. As 
the picking necessitates considerable 
labor, it would seem better for many 
to grow small areas of up 
to, say, 
five acres each, rather than for indi­ 
viduals to attem pt large plantations. 
“We have all over 
Australia wo- 
men w*orking 
industriously 
at Red 
Cross work for our soldiers. Individ­ 
ually each one’s work may’ seem but 
a drop in the ocean, but 
they 
are 
showing th at sufficient drops make 
an ocean. W hy should not each of 
the 20,000 residents of Rockhampton 
and each of the 12,000 
residents of 
Mount 
Morgan 
grow 
one 
cotton 
plant? W hy should not each of the 
600,000 residents of Queensland grow’ 
one plant? Their little contribution 
could be taken to the municipal au­ 
thorities to forw’ard to Brisbane. The 
goveinm ent’s advance 
could 
be 
a 
good contribution 
to 
our 
patriotic 
funds. 
‘ These suggestions 
are 
put 
for­ 
w’ard with the hope that they will be 
improved upon and carried to a suc­ 
cessful issue, under the guidance of 
those among 
us 
who 
have many 
y ears’ successful experience in cot­ 
ton growing; 
hut 
w*e should move 
quickly, as seed planted in Septem ­ 
ber and October 
should 
produce 
a 
harvest about the close of the next 
European w inter.”

and 
English newspapers in the Orient are 
paying much attention to the efforts 
of Americans to extend their trade in 
the far east and undertake big devel­ 
opment plans. Since the incorporation 
of the American International Corpor­ 
ation a campaign of criticism has been 
launched 
and 
the unfriendliness of 
British and Japanese interests tow’ard 
American activities in the Orient is 
disclosed in the news columns as wrell 
as in contributed letters and edito­ 
rials which are appearing in new spa­ 
pers in Japan as well as in the treaty 
ports of China. 
American business extension is dis­ 
cussed as a peril to Japanese and Eng­ 
lish interests in China. 
Especial ap­ 
prehension seems to exist am ong the 
British as to what American concerns 
may do in the Yang-tse valley. Japan 
also regards that valley, which is the 
very heart of China, as in its sphere 
of influence and is battling 
to 
keep 
Americans from getting a foothold 
there. 
« 
The English press in China has paid 
much attention 
to 
prospective 
im­ 
provements in the city of Hankow, 
which is called the Chicago of China 
and lies at the head of deep w ater 
navigation on the Yang-tse. 
An Eng­ 
lish concern, Samuels & Cq., Ltd., ob­ 
tained a concession for installing an 
electric light plant and other muni­ 
cipal improvements in Hankow. 
Be­ 
cause of the unsettled financial m ar­ 
ket in England the company has been 
unable to raise money for its under­ 
takings. 
However, the offer of Amer­ 
icans to undertake the financing of 
the improvements has been denounced 
hotly in the English press as an at­ 
tem pt to undermine British interests. 
It has even been hinted that such ac­ 
tion on the part of Americans shows 
the unfriendliness of the United States 
tow’ard England. Englishmen who are 
associated with the American inter­ 
ests which stand ready 
to 
provide 
money for the Hankow’ improvements 
have been declared disloyal to their 
native land. 
Chinese newspapers received with 
much enthusiasm the news that the 
American 
International 
Corporation 
will enter the banking field in China 
and finance commercial and industrial 
development. 
But the newspapers un­ 
der European or Japanese direction in 
Chinese cities w’ere either silent or 
criticised adversely the plans of the 
new American company. 
In many pa­ 
pers discussion of American business 
extension was linked up with Ameri­ 
can plans for a larger arm y and navy 
and the possible position of the United 
States on the Pacific in future years 
is eagerly commented upon. 
The Yamato, of Tokio, has w’arned 
the Japanese th at they m ust w’atch 
very carefully the activities of Ameri­ 
can 
International 
Corporation 
and 
other American concerns w’hich will 
compete w’ith Japanese shipping in­ 
terests and business men in the Ori­ 
ent. It says: 
“The Americans like to 
start 
things 
on a grand scale. 
As 
their system s will economize cost of 
production by big scale system, Jap ­ 
anese goods may some day find it im­ 
possible 
to 
compete w’ith American 
goods.”
